claims the life of an Elba man "Ki 


A two-car crash in Enterprise 
took the life of an Elba man and seri- 
ously injured an Enterprise woman 
Friday evening.

Alabama's New Faces 


With the official swearing-in 
only two weeks away, Alabama’s 
new Congressional delegation is 
ready to assume its place in the 105th 
Congress. Already, the state’s new 
representatives have received their 
all-importantcommittee assignments. 
These assignments will have a pro- 
found influence on the state’s effec- 
tiveness in shaping national policy 
while protecting home interests. 

Replacing retiring Congress- 
man Tom Bevill, D-Jasper, in the 
Fourth District will be Robert 
Aderholt, R-Haleyville. Aderholt, 
who is a municipal judge in his Win- 
ston County hometown, has secured 
a seat on the influential House Ap- 
propriations Committee. This is im- 
portant for the state since it will mean 
two Alabama House seats on that key 
committee — both of which will bein 
the majority party. Mobile Congress- 
man Sonny Callahan is already on 
Appropriations. Bevill also held a 
seat on Appropriations. 

With the retirement of Con- 
gressman Glen Browder, D-Jackson- 
ville, member-elect Bob Riley, R- 
Ashland, becomes the new represen- 
tative from the Third District. Riley, 
who is a successful businessman in 
his Clay County hometown, has been 
given a seat on the important House 
National Security Committee and the 
House Banking Committee. Browder 
was also on National Security. Riley’s 
committee assignments mean thestate 
will have two majority-party mem- 
bers on both committees. He joins 
me on National Security, and Spen- 
cer Bachus, R-Vestavia Hills, on 
Banking. 

On the Senate side, Alabama’s 
new voice in the upper body will be 
Jeff Sessions, R-Mobile. Sessions 
replaces retiring Senator Howell 


in the 105th Congress 


Heflin on the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Sessions also picks up seats 
on the Senate Environment and Pub- 
lic Works Committee, the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee, and the Select 
Committee on Ethics. 

In addition to these new mem- 
bers from Alabama, the State remains 
well represented on a host of other 
key House committees. Forexample, 
I will continue serving on the House 
Agriculture and National Security 
committees, and will once again chair 
a subcommittee on the House Veter- 
ans’ Affairs Committee. 

Seventh District representative 
Earl Hilliard, D-Birmingham, will 
keep his posts on Agriculture, and 
International Relations. Fifth Dis- 
trict representative Bud Cramer, D- 
Huntsville, will remain on the Sci- 
ence, and the Transportation com- 
mittees. As mentioned above, the 
First District’s Sonny Callahan, R- 
Mobile — the Dean of the House 
delegation — will continue to be a 
powerful voice on the Appropria- 
tions Committee; while the Sixth 
District’s Spencer Bachus, R- 
Vestavia Hills, will remain on the 
Banking, Transportation, and Veter- 
ans’ Affairs committees. Alabama’s 
senior senator Richard Shelby, R- 
Tuscaloosa, will continue to repre- 
sent the state on the Senate Appro- 
priations, Banking, and Select Intel- 
ligence committees. 

‘The new year ushers in his- 
toric change, including the first Re- 
publican-majority Alabama House 
delegation since 1966, and the first 
all-Republican Alabama delegation 
in the U.S. Senate since Reconstruc- 
tion. 

In sum, the state stands to be 
well represented to meet the chal- 
lenges of the 105th Congress.

Commissioners signed a resolu- 
tion entering into an agreement with 
the state to resurface Co. Rd, 514 
from AL, Hwy. 87 to the New Brock- 
ton city limits.

Council members took a step to- 
ward solving the stray dog problem 
in New Brockton. 

Beginning March 1, residents of 
the town will be required to “con 


trol” their dogs. They will eriher | 


have to be penned or kept on a leash. 

Strays will be picked up by on- 
duty police officers or employees of 
the street department. 

In order to enforce ordinances al- 
ready on the books concerning ani- 
mal control, the council approved us- 
ing the City of Elba dog pound at a 
cost of $300 per year 

They also had to agree to pur- 
chase or provide a means of traris- 
porting the “captured” strays to the 
pound, plus purchase a tranquilizer 
gun to be used in subduing the ani- 
mals. 

Notices will be sent to all the resi- 
dents of the town advising them of 
the town's intention to enforce the 
“leash law.” 

In other action, the council ap- 
proved the return to county gas 
pumps for fueling the town's vehi- 
cles. 

During the past administration, 
this practice was discontinued dur- 
ing a disagreement over a road main- 
tenance problem. Since that time, the 
town has been buying gas and diesel 
fuel from local businesses. 

According to Mayor Lee, by pur- 
chasing gas at the courity pumps, the 
town can save 41¢ per gallon. The 
council approved this action starting 
February 1. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his departrnent had an- 
swered 6 complaints during the past 
month. officers issued 17 citations, 
made & arrests, and investigated 4 
automobile accidents with no inju- 
ries. 

He reported that the rescue squad 
made 17 runs while the fire depart- 
ment responded to only one call.
